Government Changes Surplus Property Priority Rating for Veterans to Give 
Preference to State and Local Agencies 


The government has given priority in 
obtaining surplus property to state and 
local agencies, according to a recent 
amendment to Surplus Property Regula- 
tion No. 7, which took effect October 15. 
By the new regulation, the veterans’ 
preference in obtaining surplus property 
comes second to the rights of government 
agencies to purchase any surplus goods. 
Part of the text of the amended regula- 
tion follows: 


Text.— Veteran” means any person in the 
active military or naval service of the United 
States during the present war, or any person 


who served in the active military or naval 
service of the United States on or after Sep- 
tember 16, 1940, and prior to the termina- 
tion of the present war, and who has been 
discharged or released therefrom under honor- 
able conditions. Veterans “released” from 
military or naval service shall include persons 
on terminal leave or final furlough and those 
whose status has been changed from “active” 
to “inactive.” 

Scope.—This part shall apply to disposals 
to veterans of surplus property located in the 
continental United States, its territories and 
possessions. It shall not apply to real prop- 
erty, industrial plants, shipyards and facilities, 
property designated in classes 1 to 8, inclu- 
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sive, in section 19 (a) of the Surplus Property 


Act of 1944, or surplus vessels which the 
Maritime Commission determines to be mer- 
chant vessels or capable of conversion to 
merchant use. 

Preference.—Veterans shall be given a 
preference, subordinate to the rights of gov- 
ernment agencies and state and local govern- 
ments, to purchase surplus property for use 
in their own small business, agricultural and 
professional enterprises. Such preference shall 
extend to property necessary to establish and 
maintain their own small business, agricul- 
tural and professional enterprises, and within 
reasonable limits commensurate with the en- 
terprise established or to be established and 
in commercial lots appropriate to the level of 
trade, to one initial stock of property to be 
resold with or without processing or fabri- 
cation in the regular course of business. In 
order to accomplish equitable distribution, the 
Smaller War Plants Corporation in collabora- 
tion with the disposal agencies and with the 
approval of the Administrator may establish 
minimum and maximum limits as to the value 
and quantity of property which may be pur- 
chased by preference by any veteran. 

Manner of Exercising Preference; Applica- 
tion to Smaller War Plants Corporation—A 
veteran desiring to exercise his preference 
hereunder shall apply to any office of the 
Smaller War Plants Corporation and _ shall 
furnish the corporation with complete in- 
formation regarding the property desired. 
Smaller War Plants Corporation shall satisfy 
itself through reference to the applicant’s dis- 
charge papers or to other satisfactory evidence 
that the applicant is a veteran and that the 
property applied for is to be used in his own 
small enterprise, and shall require of the 
applicant a supporting statement or affidavit. 
Smaller War Plants Corporation shall issue 


a certificate to such veteran stating that he . 


is a veteran entitled to preference in the pur- 
chase of the types and quantities of the prop- 
erty described therein. Smaller War Plants 
Corporation shall also assist the veteran by 
referring him to the appropriate disposal 
agency, and, by agreement wiih the veteran, 
may act as his agent in purchasing the prop- 
erty certified. Disposal agencies shall rely 
upon the certificate of the Smaller War 
Plants Corporation that the holder is a vet- 
eran entitled to preference in the purchase of 
the types and quantities of the property de- 
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scribed therein. Purchases under preferences 
accorded veterans shall be filled from re- 
serves or other property made available to 
Government agencies under Part 8302." 
Property available for veterans may be in- 
spected by them. Whenever a disposal agency 
receives an application from a veteran desir- 
ing to exercise his preference hereunder, but 
not accompanied by a certificate from the 
Smaller War Plants Corporation, it shall refer 
the application to Smaller War Plants Cor- 
poration together with full information re- 
garding the availability of the property and 
the price, terms and conditions of sale. 

Prices, Terms, Billing and Shipments.— 
Regardless of quantities purchased, disposal 
agencies shall sell surplus property to veterans 
exercising their preference hereunder on the 
same terms and conditions of sale which are 
offered to others and at the fair value of the 
property as provided in Part 8307.6. Surplus 
property may be offered for sale on credit on 
terms and conditions established by the dis- 
posal agencies. By agreement with the 
Smaller War Plants Corporation, a disposal 
agency may delegate to it the function of 
arranging credit sales and collections there- 
under. Upon the completion of any sale, the 
disposal agency shall ship the property di- 
rectly to the veteran and shall handle the 
billing and collection. 

Fair Value.—Disposal agencies shall fix the 
fair value at which property disposed of 
under Part 8307.5 shall be acquired by vet- 
erans. Such fair value shall not be greater 
than the lowest price which is offered to any 
trade level at the time of acquisition by the 
veteran. 

Purchases by Veterans Without Exercising 
Preference.—This part applies only to vet- 
erans desiring to exercise their preference 
hereunder and nothing herein shall prevent a 
veteran from purchasing any property directly 
from a disposal agency without exercising his 
preference if he is included within the class 
of buyers to whom the disposal agency is 
offering such property. Such purchases made 
by a veteran without exercising his prefer- 
ence shall be governed by the prices, terms 
and conditions of the offering made by the 
disposal agency and not by the provisions of 
this part. 

This part shall become effective on October 
15, 1945-

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The War Service Committee of the 
American Dental Association has been 
at work on this problem in the interests 
of the veteran dental officers. Excerpts 
from a recent letter by C. Willard 
Camalier, chairman of the War Service 
Committee, to W. Stuart Symington, ad- 
ministrator of the Surplus Property Ad- 
ministration, follow: 

The American Denta! Association, as you 
probably are now aware, is vitally interested 
in securing surplus equipment and supplies 
for the returning veteran dental officers, many 
of whom will urgently require this materiel 
in order to promptly start practice upon their 
return to civilian life. Hundreds of the ap- 
proximately 22,000 who were commissioned in 
the armed forces are now being released and 
numerous inquiries have reached this office 
and the regional offices of the Smaller War 
Plants Corporation, asking when and where 
it can be obtained. 

According to the War Manpower Com- 
mission, Selective Service, and the American 
Dental Association, there is an over-all na- 
tional shortage of dentists and this will be 
accentuated in the postwar era, owing to 
utilization of numbers of the personnel in 
the standing Army and Navy, United States 
Public Health Service and the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. Therefore, the demands of the 
civilian population will be considerably in- 
creased over the present and postwar years, 
with decreased professional personnel, making 
it obvious that practically every veteran den- 
tal officer returning to civilian practice will 
be greatly needed to care for the dental health 
of the American people. 

In examining Regulation 7, dated October 
10, 1945, section 8307.3, “Preference,” I 
note that the “veterans shall be given a pref- 
erence, subordinate to the rights of govern- 
ment agencies and state and local govern- 
ments, to purchase surplus property for use 
in their own small business . . . professional 
enterprises.” If this materiel is permitted to 
be absorbed by governmental agencies, state 
departments of health, etc., there may be 
very little, if any, left for the returning vet- 
eran dental officer. I understand the argu- 
ment has been used that this equipment has 
been purchased with taxpayers’ money and, 
therefore, should be used by these federal 
and state agencies, but, in this connection, I 
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call your attention to the fact.that the vet- 
eran dental officer will .not only serve 
promptly and directly the health of the com- 
munity in which he practices, but will also 
pay the government for such equipment. I 
am afraid too that there might be some dis- 
position on the part of federal and state 
agencies to attempt to get hold of this mate- 
riel because it costs nothing and use it to 
replace equipment and supplies which they 
might continue to use; or there is a prob- 
ability that they will requisition it and hold it 
in storage for months and years as was done 
after the first World War. 

If the Smaller War Plants Corporation 
could exercise its prerogative as a govern- 
mental agency, and freeze all of this materiel 
for a period, there is no question that the 
returning veteran dental officer could use it 
advantageously and quickly, in order to estab- 
lish or reestablish his practice (small busi- 
ness), thus accomplishing great good for the | 
civilian population, including the children of 
the nation, and, at the same time, give these 
men who have sacrificed so much in time, 
energy and oftentimes health to serve their 
country in time of need an opportunity to 
make these purchases at reasonable cost. 


ARMY DENTAL CORPS 


Surgeon General Urges Prompt 
Release of Eligible Personnel 


Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, Surgeon 
General of the Army, expressed the de- 
sire that all commanding officers give the 
fullest possible cooperation toward 
effecting the early release of Medical De- 
partment personnel who are eligible for 
separation from the service under the 
announced policy. 

General Kirk, whose statement was re- 
leased September 30, also urged that all 
Medical Department personnel occupy- 
ing key positions and who are eligible for 
separation under the present criteria vol- 
unteer to continue on active duty to as- 
sist in maintaining the present high 
standards of medical care if no replace- 
ment is immediately available. It is 
contemplated that a period of six 
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months’ duty will be sufficient to allow 
for the arrival of a replacement or for 
training an officer to take over duties of 
key positions and thus allow all officers 
eligible for release to be returned to ci- 
vilian life. 

General Kirk requested that com- 
manding officers make every effort to 
obtain replacements for Medical Depart- 
ment personnel eligible for release in 


order that those officers might be re- . 


turned to civil life at the earliest possible 
moment. 

Under the announced Medical De- 
partment demobilization policy, Medical 
and Dental Corps officers are eligible for 
release provided they meet any one of the 
following criteria: (a) adjusted service 
score of 80 or above; (b) 48 years of age 
at the nearest birthday or above; (c) 
entry on active duty prior to Pearl Har- 
bor except critical specialists qualified 
in eye, ear, nose and throat, plastic sur- 
gery, orthopedic surgery or neuropsychi- 
atry or laboratory clinicians. Officers 
qualified in these specialties are eligible 
for release if they entered on active duty 
prior to January 1, 1941, or if they meet 
the criteria on points or age. 

This revised policy on separation is 
expected to return 13,000 physicians, 
3,500 dentists, 25,000 nurses and a large 
number of other Medical Department 
officers to civilian life by the first of the 


It will be necessary to retain a large 
number of low score men in the service 
for replacement for overseas men having 
high ASR scores. Other low score men 
must be retained in the service to carry 
on the necessary activities of the Medical 
Department in this country and in thea- 
ters where American troops are operat- 
ing. 

It is intended that no one eligible for 
release will be held in the Army because 
there are men with higher scores over- 
seas who have not. been returned home. 
Eligible men will be discharged as rap- 
idly as they can be processed for separa- 
tion from the Army. 
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Army Announces Policy 
on Overseas Assignments 


Only those dentists and physicians 
who have not yet been overseas will be 
given assignments in foreign theaters un- 
der an Army Medical Department policy 
announced recently by Norman T. Kirk, 
Surgeon General. Age limits have also 
been established for various categories of 
Medical Department personnel in con- 
nection with overseas assignments. No 
dentist or physician over 40 years of age 
will be eligible for such duty. In addi- 
tion, no dentist or physician who has an 
adjusted service rating of more than 45 
points will be given an overseas assign- 
ment. 

This revised policy on overseas as- 
signments is part of the new separation 
program under which 3,500 dentists, 
13,000 physicians and 25,000 nurses will 
be released from military service by the 
end of this year. 


Medical Research Board 
Established by Army 


A board to be known as the Army 
Medical Research and Development 
Board was constituted in the Office of 
the Surgeon General September 1. The 
board is to be responsible for the plan- 
ning and general supervision of all Medi- 
cal Department research and develop- 
ment activities. Its membership will 
include the chiefs of the various profes- 
sional services and divisions of the Office 
of the Surgeon General; the Air Sur- 
geon; the Ground Surgeon; the chair- 
man of the Division of Medical Sciences, 
National Research Council (by invita- 
tion), and the chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Medical Research, Office of 
Scientific Research and Development 
(by invitation). The board has two op- 
erating divisions, the Research Division 
and the Development Division, to carry 
out its plans. 
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President Announces Transfer 
of Procurement and Assignment 


By an executive order of the President, 
the functions of the Procurement and 
Assignment Service, formerly under the 
War Manpower Commission, have been 
transferred to the Federal Security 
Agency, according to a recent announce- 
ment from C. Willard Camalier, chair- 
man of the War Service and Postwar 
Planning Committee of the American 
Dental Association. 

The release also stated that all per- 
sonnel used in connection with the func- 
tions of the Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service and such other personnel 
as the Director of the Bureau of the 
Budget determined would be transferred 
to the Federal Security Agency. 


Colonel Brauer Assigned to 
Army Historical Division 


Lt. Col. John C. Brauer has been de- 
tailed from the Office of the Surgeon 
General to the Historical Division of the 
War Department. He will devote his 
time to developing the dental aspects of 
the Medical Department’s history in 
World War II. Capt. J. C. Sexson suc- 
ceeds Colonel Brauer in the Dental 
Standards Branch of the Dental Division 
of the Surgeon General’s Office. 


John P. Burke Appointed to 
Committee to Assist Veterans 


John P. Burke, dean of Georgetown 
University School of Dentistry, has re- 
cently been appointed to a committee of 
eight District of Columbia health au- 
thorities, to assist veterans seeking to 
study dentistry, medicine, pharmacy, 


hursing or an allied science. The com- 
mittee will be under the direction of Paul 
F. Dickens, district chairman of the War 
Manpower Commission, 
and Assignment Division.

NAVY DENTAL CORPS 


Navy Cuts Point Score 
for Officer Release 


The Navy has reduced point scores 
for the greater part of its personnel and 
intends to release one-third of its war- 
end strength by January 1, according to 
an announcement from the Navy De- 
partment October 16. As of November 
1, the point score for dental and medical 
officers will be reduced from 60 to 53 
points. The announcement also said 
that a further reduction in point scores 
for dentists and physicians probably 
would be made January 1. The expected 
further cut will be to 51 points. The 
Navy estimates that 3,300 Medical De- 
partment officers will be released by 
January 1. No change has been made in 
the formula by which points are com- 
puted. The new schedule reduces de- 
mobilization in the Navy by about two 
months. 


Navy to Promote Large 
Number of Reserve Officers 


The Navy will promote more than 
65,500 reserve officers, from the rank of 
ensign through commander, Secretary of 
the Navy James V. Forrestal announced 
October 4. The promotion plan is a 
move primarily intended as a further 
means of encouraging Reserve Officers 
to transfer to the regular Navy. Mr. 
Forrestal’s statement concerning the pro- 
motion of officers and the recognition of 
Reserve Officers purposed by the move 
was as follows: 


The Navy, with the approval of the Presi- 
dent, is now in the process of undertaking 
one of its last large-scale promotions of the 
officers, especially Reserve officers, who 
served in it during the war. The steps which 
are being taken are as follows: 

1. Selection Boards will be convened to 
consider the promotion of commanders to 
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captains and lieutenant commanders to com- 
manders. To be eligible for consideration by 
the boards, a lieutenant commander or com- 
mander must have served on active duty in 
that rank for approximately twenty-four 
months. 

About 820 commanders and about 6,100 
lieutenant commanders are eligible for con- 
sideration by the boards. 

2. By Alnav released today the Navy is 
promoting from lieutenant to lieutenant com- 
mander all physically qualified officers who 
are on active duty and who by October 1, 
1945, had served in the rank of lieutenant for 
more than twenty-four months. This practice, 
which will be continued on a monthly basis 
through this year, will result in the promotion 
of more than 19,438 lieutenants between now 
and the end of the year. 

The Navy will continue for the remainder 
of this year its practice of promoting by 
Alnav from ensign to lieutenant (junior 
grade) and from lieutenant (junior grade) to 
lieutenant all officers who have served in these 
ranks for more than eighteen months. Con- 
tinuation of this practice means that in the 
remainder of this year, 22,454 ensigns will be 
made lieutenants (junior grade), and 16,736 
lieutenants (junior grade) will be promoted 
to lieutenants. 

Although these promotion steps apply 
equally to Reserve, Temporary and Regular 
officers in these ranks, by far the largest num- 
bers affected are Reserve officers. Many of 
them are men who started in the Navy in the 
enlisted ranks, subsequently earning their 
commissions. 

About 72,000 of the Navy’s Reserve and 
Temporary officers have come from the ranks 
of the Navy’s enlisted men. 

Since these promotions may be one of the 
last affecting large numopers of Reserve offi- 
cers who served in the Navy during the war, 
their announcement is an appropriate occa- 
sion on which to pay tribute to the outstand- 
ing service rendered in the Navy by all Re- 
serve officers. 

The Regular Navy produced men of 
patriotism, talent and discipline and provided 
an officer corps capable in a great crisis of 
building, equipping and training the greatest 
Navy which the world has ever seen. This 
corps of men had the inner discipline and the 
devotion to duty to continue in their pro- 
fession during years when the country seemed 


at times to be unaware of their existence and 
certainly quite unaware of the need for mili- 
tary power. 

It does not detract from the Regular Navy's 
indispensable contribution to victory to say 
that the Navy which successfully fought this 
war, both in the Atlantic and in the Pacific, 
was a Civilian Navy. 

Of the 325,000 Navy officers, only 13,600 
were graduates of the Naval Academy. The 
great bulk of the Navy’s officer corps in this 
war were Reserve officers, young men, many 
of whom had never been to sea or flown a 
plane before the outbreak of this war. 

One of the achievements in this war of 
which the nation deserves to be most proud 
is the manner in which these young Ameri- 
cans helped to build and to command the 
greatest aggregation of sea and air power 
which the world has ever seen. 


Paffenbarger Nominated to Be 
Commodore in Naval Reserve 


George C. Paffenbarger, Brooklyn, has 
been raised to the rank of commodore 
in the U. S. Naval Reserve, according 
to a recent White House announcement. 
Dr. Paffenbarger, who formerly held the 
rank of captain in the Naval Reserve, is 
stationed at the U. S. Naval Medical 
Supply Depot at Brooklyn. He becomes 
the first dental officer to receive the rank 
of commodore in the Naval Reserve.

VETERANS ADMINISTRATION 


Milburn Fowler Appointed Dental 
Chief of Veterans Administration 


Milburn M. Fowler, who has served 
as assistant chief of the Dental Division 
U. S. Veterans Administration, since 
1925, has recently been appointed chief 
of the Dental Division. He succeeds 
Lloyd Y. Beers, who died last July. Dr. 
Fowler, a native of Maine, was a grad- 
uate of Tufts College Dental School in 
1913. During World War I, he served 
as regimental dental officer with the 
26th Division. On his discharge, he ac- 
cepted a commission with the U. S. 
Public Health Service, transferring to the 
Veterans Administration in 1924. 


Dentists Needed in Veterans 
Administration Hospitals 


The U. S. Civil Service Commission’s 
regional offices have recently announced 
that Veterans Administration hospitals 
in all areas of the country are in great 
need of dentists, student dietitians and 
psychiatric and medical social workers. 
An annual salary of $3,640 will be paid 
to dentists, and student dietitians will 
begin at $1,704. Psychiatric and medical 
social workers will be paid as much as 
$4,300 in supervisory capacities. Appli- 
cations for the positions may be made 
through the Civil Service Commission 
or at any first-class or second-class post- 
office. 
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U. S. to Increase 
Medical Aid to Veterans 


Two major changes in medical policy 
for the Veterans Administration have 
been announced by Gen. Omar N. Brad- 
ley, Administrator of Veterans Affairs, as 
follows: 1. Administration hospitals will 
be built in cities as near medical centers 
and medical training institutions as pos- 
sible, instead of in the country as in the 
past. 2. For the first time, Veterans 
Administration hospitals will be tied in 
with medical teaching institutions, such 
as Northwestern University and the uni- 
versities of Illinois and Chicago. Legisla- 
tion designed to provide more and better 
medical officers for the, Veterans Admin- 
istration is now pending in Congress. 

General Bradley also announced that 
Maj. Gen. Paul Ramsey Hawley, who 
was the chief surgeon in the European 
theater, will be acting surgeon general of 


‘the administration. 


LEGISLATION 


Science Research Bills 
Studied by Congress 


Various bills which would promote 
scientific research under Government 
auspices are now before Congress. The 
following. press* report summarizes the 
objectives of these proposals: 


Two bills which would promote scientific 
research with government money and under 
government auspices are now before Congress. 
One (S. 1285), introduced last July by 
Senator Magnusson, embodies the proposals 
of Dr. Vannevar Bush, head of the Office of 
Scientific Research and Development, pro- 
posals which have been discussed in this de- 
partment and in the correspondence colu-nns 
of The New York Times. Another (S. 1297) 
was introduced by Senators Kilgore, Johnson 
and Pepper. Hearings on both bills are to 
be conducted next month.

The Magnusson bill would create a na- 
tional research foundation to be directed by 
a board of nine appointed by the President. 
This foundation would continue the work of 
the Office of Scientific Research and Develop- 
ment now headed by Dr. Vannevar Bush. 
There is to be a division of national defenses; 
a division of medical research, which would 
include much biology, and a division of 
physical sciences (including mathematics). It 
would authorize the foundation to have sci- 
entific research conducted through contracts, 
grants or other forms of assistance. Patent 
arrangements are to be considered in the light 
of the public interest. A division of scientific 
personnel and education would grant scholar- 
ships and fellowships in the sciences. 

The objectives of the Kilgore-Johnson- 
Pepper bill (S. 1297) are much the same as 
those of the Magnusson. The features are 


‘these: The National Science Foundation 


would vest powers in a director and create an 
advisory board in which Cabinet officers 
would be included; all scientific work done by 
government agencies would be coordinated; 
the government would acquire all rights to 
any inventions that might flow out of re- 
search conducted wholly or partly with public 
funds; the government would have the right 
to withhold licenses under patents on such 
inventions when in the opinion of the Depart- 
ment of Justice a monopoly or restraint of a 
trade is to be feared. Education in science 
and the dissemination of scientific information 
are also provided for. 

In addition to these two bills, there are 
three others sponsored respectively by Repre- 
sentative May, Senator Fulbright and Sena- 
tor Byrd. 

However, the Magnusson and Kilgore bills 
are the most far-reaching, for which reason 
they are likely to receive priority. Moreover 
both propose a single agency to deal with all 
scientific problems, including those of the 
Army and Navy. 

On the other hand, the Kilgore bill pre- 
scribes a patent policy binding on the govern- 
ment—a prescription that is bound to arouse 
the opposition’ of industrial corporations, in- 
asmuch as the Department of Justice is to 
decide whether or not a monopoly would be 
created if licenses are granted, and inasmuch 
as an inventor would lose all his rights. 
Moreover, the Kilgore bill would permit Army 
and Navy officers to dominate military re-

search so that able civilian scientists would 
have little chance to contribute their knowl- 
edge, experience and ideas to research. 


Dental Care for Children 
Compulsory in Argentina 


Dental care for children of school age 
and adolescence has been made compul- 
sory in Argentina according to a recent 
press dispatch. Children, on entering 
school, are required to have a dental ex- 
amination, the results of which are re- 
corded and kept on file. The examina- 
tions are repeated periodically and the 
parents are notified when the children 
require dental care, which can be given 
by the family dentist or without cost in 
the national dental centers. Parents or 
teachers who break the law may be 
penalized, and repeated infraction may 
be punished with closure of the school or 
discharge of the teacher. 


VICTORY LOAN 


President Scherer Urges Support 
of Victory Loan Campaign 


Members of the American Dental As- 
sociation have been asked by the Presi- 
dent, Walter H. Scherer, to participate 
in the Victory Loan campaign, which 
began October 29 and will continue until 
December 8. The goal is the sale of 
$11,000,000,000 worth of Victory bonds. 
In asking members to take part in the 
campaign, Dr. Scherer said: 


The thrill of relief that swept this nation on 
V-J Day is understandable. It was a relief 
from tension for the millions of parents and 
relatives of the young men in the fighting 
zones. It was a relief for the young men 
themselves, for now they can resume their 
interrupted careers and their home life. They 
acquire, to be sure, new responsibilities and 
face new challenges. The public debt has 
soared from a prewar top of $55,000,000,000 
to about $260,000,000,000. They have in- 
vested savings of the nation in war. They now 


face the task of keeping the American gov- 
ernmental structure solvent, and our economic 
system productive, so that, by taxes derived 
from private enterprises, the people can begin 
to pay these debts to each other. 

We must reverse engines from destructive 
power to constructive power. Let not selfish 
men, petty men, ambitious men, exploit the 
period ahead by throwing into the gears the 
monkey wrenches of unreasonable demands. 
The government is preparing for the last 
organized drive of the greatest war finance 
program in history. The success of the Treas- 
ury’s War Finance Program to date can be 
credited to the willingness of patriotic Amer- 
icans, who have given generously of their 
time and energy to each of the previous war 
loans. 

The American Dental Association is grate- 
ful to its membership for their aid in past 
drives, and we are confident that, during the 
coming Victory Loan, which begins October 
29 and ends December 8, our membership 
will answer this last appeal for assistance by 
redoubling their efforts to make this drive 
outstanding. The over-all quota, corporate 
and individual, is $11,000,000,000. The 
quota for individuals is $4,000,000,000. They 
finished their job—let’s finish ours. 


Dentists Asked to Aid 
Victory Loan Campaign 


Dentists have been urged to partici- 
pate in the Victory Loan Drive, which 
will be held throughout the United 
States from October 29 to December 8.

Council on Dental Health 
Meets in Chicago September 14-16 


The Council on Dental Health of the 
American Dental Association met at the 
Central Office, Chicago, September 
14-16. Members of the Council present 
were Hugo M. Kulstad, chairman, L. T. 
Hunt, Leo J. Schoeny, Kenneth A. Eas- 
lick, Leon R. Kramer, Walter A. Wilson, 
Lloyd H. Dodd, Leroy M. S. Miner, 
Frank C. Cady, Lon W. Morrey and 
Allen O. Gruebbel, secretary. The Coun- 
cil also held a joint session with repre- 
sentatives of the American Association 
of Public Health Dentists, September 16. 
Representatives of the Association were 
William R. Davis, president, Frank C. 
Cady, president-elect, and C. Ray Tay- 
lor, Linwood G. Grace, Vern D. Irwin, 
J. G. Williams, J. M. Wisan, W. J. Pel- 
ton, Frank P. Bertram and Carl L. 
Sebelius. 

The following actions were taken by 
the Council on Dental Health: 


Administration.—The Council voted to 
group its various subcommittees into 
four sections, which would represent the 
four basic functions of the Council. The 
new sections are: Section on Research 
and Special Studies, Section on Program 
Planning, Section on Public and Profes- 
sional Information and Section on States 
Relations. This arrangement of the 
Council’s administrative structure was 
developed to meet its own needs and 
does not imply that state or local coun- 
cils should adopt the same pattern. 


Children’s Dentistry. 


Increased empha- 


sis will be placed on dental health pro- 
grams for low age groups. The Com- 
mittee on Dental Health for Children 
and Youth, formerly the Physical Fitness 
Committee, has prepared a statement of 
objectives which will be submitted to the 
House of Delegates for approval. 


Health Insurance.—The Council will in- 
vestigate the possibility of obtaining in- 
formation on the public’s demand for 
voluntary or compulsory health insur- 
ance and, if such a demand exists, how 
much care the public will purchase. 
Veterans Administration. —The Council 
will make a study of the present and 
proposed dental programs of the Vet- 
erans Administration. This investigation 
will supplement the work of the Com- 
mittee on Economics, which deals with 
the Veterans Administration’s fee scale. 
The investigation will include proposed 
policies for selecting dentists to render 
service under the Veterans Administra- 
tion program, proposals for developing 
additional clinic facilities and adminis- 
trative parity of the Veterans Adminis- 
tration’s dental department. 


Health Needs.—The preliminary findings 
of a study of dental health needs of 
negroes were reviewed. A report of the 
study will appear in an early issue. 


Postpayment Plan. —A study of a pro- 
posed dental postpayment plan made by 
the Committee on Methods of Payment 
has been completed. Copies will be 
available to state and local societies upon 
request. 


Student Nurses.—The Council will use 
its resources to promote the health pro- 
gram for student nurses as recommended 
by the U. S. Public Health Service. The 
plan includes recommendations for den- 
tal health education and minimum 
dental services for student nurses. W. 
Harry Archer represented the American 
Dental Association in the development of 
the program. 


Surveys. 


Assistance will be provided to 
dental consultants of state health survey 
commissions recently appointed by gov- 
ernors or state legislatures. Recommen- 
dations will be made for obtaining basic 
data on dental needs and resources. 


Dental Program.—The dental program of 
the Good Teeth Council will be evalu- 
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ated especially with reference to chewing 
gum and its effect on dental health. 


Public Health.—A joint conference was 
held with the Executive Committee of 
the American Association of Public 
Health Dentists to discuss policies which 
would establish the responsibility of den- 
tists and dental societies in the organiza- 
tion and operation of community dental 
health programs. 


DENTISTRY ABROAD 


Maury Massler Goes to 
Italy on Dental Survey 


Maury Massler, assistant professor of 
histology at the University of Illinois, 
College of Dentistry, recently went to 
Italy as a representative of dentistry with 
a group of nutrition specialists to make 
a survey of nutritional conditions and the 
needs of the people of Italy. He will take 
the place of Isaac Schour, professor of 
histology at the University of Illinois, 
who is now with the group to organize 
and begin the work. The mission is 
sponsored by the Unitarian Service 
Committee and the Congregational 
Christian Services Committee, and was 
sent to Italy under the auspices of the 
United States Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration. Dr. Massler will remain 
with the group until February 1. 


Iowa Dental Officer 
Receives Honor from Britain 


Capt. Robert E. Moyers, Army Dental 
Corps officer from Guthrie Center, Iowa, 
was made an honorary member of the 
Order of the British Empire by the Earl 
of Halifax in a special formal ceremony 
at the British Embassy recently. Captain 
Moyers thus received recognition of his 
services in organizing underground re- 
sistance against the Germans occupying 
Greece, and, after the German sur- 
render, organizing relief and medical 
services for the people of that area.
